[ News, from a subscriber, which we 
reproduce, as it is full of truth and 
to the point: 
Oklahoma has six normal schools 
established In different parts of the 
state, for the purpose of furnishing 
the public schools of our state with 
trained and efficient teachers. Some 
of our ‘citizens contend 
that 
these 
schools should be more centralized, 
in order that our taxes may be lower­ 
ed and their efficiency increased. 
I believe the distribution of educa­ 
tional advantages, and I do not see 
how the centralizing of our normal 
schools would lower the cost of main­ 
taining them or increase their effi­ 
ciency. 
This is a question that even our 
school men may differ upon, for if we 
agree upon the educational needs of 
our state we may yet differ on the 
best way of attaining them. 


The superintendent 
of public 
in­ 
struction of the state of Maine, ta 
speaking along this line, has this to 
say: ‘‘Our experience tends to show 
that the placing of institutions in .var­ 
ious parts of the state has a tend­ 
ency not only to increase considerably 
the totals enrollment, but l i k e w i s e has 
a la r g e influence in upbuilding edu­ 
cational standards in the various sec­ 
tions of the state.” Dr. Howerth of 
Chicago University, makes 
the 
fol­ 
lowing observation: “Oklahoma. I ob­ 
serve, has. on the one hand, an unus­ 
ually large num ber of state education­ 
al institutions, though it is surpassed 
in that respect by some of the older 
states—notably Pennsylvania and New 
York. On the other hancl it has rela­ 
tively few privately endowed schools 
and colleges: very few' in com pari­ 
son with Kansas and Missouri, each 
with about a score, not to speak of 
Iowa with tw enty-three or Ohio with 
thirty-three. Theoretically this should 
be an advantage, for it should be eas- 
ici to systematize 
the 
educational 
work of a state in 
which 
provision 
for education is made almost wholly 
by the state. And system if not ob­ 
tained at the expense of virility is in 
education as in business, essental* to 
the highest economy and efficiency.”
